Has played leading roles — her favourite being Elsie in ‘Yeomen’ — with 
the Rathmines and Rathgar at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin; won many Feis 
Ceoil awards, including the Oratorio Prize and Soprano Solo; is a student of 
Veronica Dunne and, in 1975, reached the semi-finals at the International 
Singing Competition at Ettertogenbosch, Holland; this is her first appearance 
with INO. 


FRANK DUNNE 


A native of Dublin, he studied with Frank Cowle and won many awards, 
including the John McCormack Cup, at Dublin Feis; widely known for his 
work in oratorio in which he appeared with many leading choral societies; 
sang title role in Monteverdi's ‘Orfeo’ at the 1974 Dublin Theatre Festival; 
broadcasts regularly; now sings with INO for first time. 


CELINE MURPHY 


Appeared with Dublin Grand Opera Society in leading roles including 
Musetta, Cherubino and Micaela and at the Wexford Festival after which 
she joined Sadlers Wells Opera in London as a principal singer; since her 
return she has appeared regularly throughout the country in roles such as 
‘The Merry Widow’ and ‘Rosalinda’ in ‘Fledermaus’; was a member of the 
first ever INO cast when she played the Countess in Mozart’s ‘Marriage of 
Figaro’; also currently appearing in ‘Cinderella’. 


SUZANNE MURPHY 


Was born in Limerick; after" successful folk career with WE 4, decided to 
study classical singing with Veronica Dunne in early 1973; won many major 
awards in Sligo and Dublin Feiseanna that year; appeared in 'Messiah' with 
Our Lady's Choral Society in December 1973; scored a triumph in the title 
role of ‘Cinderella’ with INO and appeared in ‘Carmen’ with the DGOS in 


1974; last year appeared in Manchester in 'Cosi' and a concert version of 
*Fidelio'. 


PAT SHERIDAN 


Is another talented pupil of Veronica Dunne and comes trom Inchicore, 
Dublin; won may Feis Ceoil awards, including Lieder Prize and Dramatic 
Cup; has broadcast on RTE radio and television and played leading roles in 
light opera; this is his first appearance with INO and his first operatic role. 


GERTRUDE CARBERRY 


Studied with Dr. J. J. O'Reilly at the College of: Music, gaining the Lorcan 
Sherlock Gold Medal for distinguished playing in the final Grade; while in 
her teens she obtained the L.R.S.M. Performers' and Teachers' Diplomas; 
has won many prizes at Feis Ceoil, including Hamilton Harty Cup for Concerto 
and Pigott Cup for advanced recital work; has recently obtained a post- 


graduate qualification in psychology.

After a distinguished career as a play director, winning two AiFIreland pro- 
duction awards with the Guinness Players, joined INO in 1968 and has 
produced for them ‘Don Giovanni’, ‘Barber of Seville’, ‘Don Pasquale’, ‘Cin- 
derella’ and the world premiere of James Wilson’s ‘Twelfth Night’ at the 
Wexford Festival and the Abbey Theatre; will produce ‘L’Elisir d’Amore’ for 
the DGOS Easter Season 1976.
